shed marked 
the 
progress 
of 
the 
t ’am sters strike Monday. There were 
numerous fights between 
the police 
and the strikers and their sym pathiz­ 
ers. 
The most serious trouble of the day 
•ocurred In Crosby street, the district 
which is known In police circles as 
"Little Hell.” A detachm ent of police 
under the 
command 
of 
Lieutenant 
Collins was 
escorting a 
num ber of 
wagons loaded w ith m eat to the dis­ 
tributing stations down town. A large 
crowd followed th e wagons, shouting 
and cheering and now and then e n d ­ 
ing a stone over the heads of the offi­ 
cers in the direction of the men on the 
meat wagons. 
The line of wagons es­ 
corted by the police 
was 
frequently 
stoned by other team sters, who would 
manage to pull across the street just 
in the proper place 
to 
prevent 
th® 
meat wagons from making any pro­ 
gress. 
Finally one team ster refused 
to pull his team out of the way o f the 
meat wanon and the police placed him 
under arrest. 
Then the 
fight com­ 
menced. 
4. show er of stones, mud and 
sticks fell around and upon the offi­ 
cers. bruising some of them 
badly.. 
L ieutenant Collins ordered the m arch 
of the meat wagons to be stopped, and 
fit once charged the crowd, which re­ 
fused to budge. 
A large nupiber of 
women who 
cam e to the 
aid of the 
striker* were the fiercest fighters of 
the lot. 
One 
officer 
was* knocked 
down with a brick and his companions 
then drew their clubs and made war 
with such energy that syon the street 
was filled with 
men 
with* bleeding 
heads. The police then fell cack until 
‘b-e 
rated r 
im pact mass close 
to the wa Tons, anil at 
Collins* order 
they drew their revolvers and charged 
tile crowd once more. 
The police struck down num bers of 
men and used- their clubs and revolver 
butts with energy and iu three min­ 
uter the crowd w as broken and in full 
Hi gilt. 
Perm fag his men around the 
wagon once more. Collins started on 
his march. 
As soon the poltcc started 
away the mob formed again and. al­ 
though at a respectful distance; they 
kept after the wagon until they had 
reached the bam s at H alstead and Di­ 
vision streets. 
Tn the 
fight 
about a 
dozen of 
the 
officers 
were 
badly 
bruised, and nearby all 
of them had 
torn clothing. 
Many more of th** mob 
were badly used nit, 
By the time the ham s were reached 
the anger of the crowd had grown to 
fever beat. 
An attem pt was made to cross Hal­ 
stead street, but in less than a m inute 
a blockade had been formed which it 
took two hours fo release. 
Several 
officers were h u rt by stones and bricks 
throw n by the mob 
At night another serious fight cook 
place at Twelfth and State 
stiwets. 
Meat was being removed in six wagons 
from the packing bouse plants by two 
retail firms, Frohiing & Heppe ab*! I 
H ettinger & Hoggher. 
The crowd held beck from open vio­ 
lence until the wagons reached the 
Twelfth street viaduct. 
Three officers 
who accompanied the wagons tried to 
frighten the crowd by a display of 
weapons, but while the policemen were 
attem pting to guard two wagons each, 
the strikers and their sym pathizers re­ 
moved the nuts on the axles and cut 
the traces. The strikers clambered into 
the wagons and threw the meal into 
the street. 
The three officers and the 
eight drivers, sicked by the owners of 
the shops, fought the mob, but they 
were being rapidly overpowered*.

through the crowd near one

wagons where the fighting was tl^iek. 
and he was He< a by iv! ward Allen, col­ 
ored, who cut the sergeant twin- over 
the head w ith a razor.

A riot call was turned in and patrol 
wagons wen*, sent to the scene.

fought back the crowds, arresting six 
men, among them Allen.
